It is more than a little ironic that the 
Soviet Union brought the United Nations 
into being. | 


Five years ago today the USSR depos- 
ited its instrument of ratification of the 
UN charter which had been drawn in San 
Francisco. Being the twenty-ninth nation 
to do so, this Soviet act served to activate 
the organization. 


Largely because of another act by the 
Soviet Union—one not quite so high prin- 
cipled—the United Nations today has be- 
come a genuine force for peace. Before 
Moscow's puppet government in North 
Korea invaded the Republic of South Ko- 
rea last June 25 the United Nations was 
in the doldrums. There was.a good chance 
it was to become nothing more than a de- 
bating society, as had the League of Na- 
tions before it. There was despair for 


peace. 


But Korea—and the quick action of the 
UN Security Council at the behest of the 
United States—shot whole blood through 
every vein of the UN organization. Here 
again Russia made it possible. For had 
Russia not been boycotting the Security

They and the additional evidence care- 
fully gathered and presented by the coun- 
ty attorney and heard by a jury of Mr. 
Wallace’s peers, decided the case. 

Because of the horror and the extreme 
brutality of the cold-blooded murder, it 
was covered well by the newspapers. It was 
editorially condemned. 

Now come the two attorneys with a 
whining charge which also comes from 
disgruntled politicians whose pet plans are 
exposed and whose campaigns may be op- 
posed. “The papers are to blame,” they say. 

Whatever the faults of the press are, 
and there are faults it is quick to admit, 
the papers of Atlanta and the State try 
their best to serve the State, and if this 
arouses the ire of politicians and of law- 
yers whose clients have been found guilty 
of murder, we accept that as a tribute and 
are proud of the enemies so made. 

If there are any other murders as brutal 
as that by the attorneys’ client, we can 
assure them they, too, will have editorial 
comment.

Would-be ag- 
gressors fear it—but they fear more to get 
out of it and thus reveal their intentions. 

There has been agreement at Lake Suc- 
cess on a seven-nation proposal to assign 
national armed forces to the UN to put 
down aggression wherever it may occur. 
Action against aggressors now may be 
taken by the General Assembly. Another 
peace conference is in the offing. The Rus- 
sian representatives, Mr. Vishinsky and Mr. 
Malik, are affable and gentle—as dicta- 
tors invariably are when confronted with a 
force they cannot conquer. 

The ringing of bells and blowing of 
whistles in Atlanta and over the world at 
noon today will express the hope of free 
peoples everywhere in the United Nations. 
It is not, as it would have been a year ago, 
an empty hope. ,

Georgia Scored 
A Victory Anyway 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook's request yes- 
terday that the United States Supreme 
Court dismiss Georgia’s freight rate suit 
against the ,ailroads was an inevitable 
result of the passage by Congress two 
years ago of the Bulwinkle Act exempting 
railroad rate-making from the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Act. 

In the main, however, Georgia has won 
a victory. The action brought by the State 
six years ago, during the Ellis Arnall ad- 
ministration, forced, through regular chan- 
nels, most of the adjustments which the 
suit sought. The Interstate Commerce 


Commission moved'to equalize freight rates 


by ordering a 10 percent reduction in the 
South and a 10 percent increase in the 
North. For the most part, that order 
has been complied with. Rate-association 
agreements in force when the complaint 
was filed now have been abolished. There 
have been other moves to eliminate dis- 
crimination, all resulting from the suit it- 
self or from the publicity attending it. 
Georgia and the South now enjoy 
freight rates much more nearly in line 
with those of the rest of the country than 


when the suit was filed. 


For that reason a victory has been 
won. But there is no assurance that the 
victory will be permanent. There is dan- 
ger that, unless the South watches closely, 
the rate-making procedure may slip back 
into its old routine of giving Georgia and 
the South the short end of the deal. A 
court decision would have prevented that. 
However, since favorable action by the 
Supreme Court was-highly unlikely, to say 
the least, in face of the Bulwinkle Act, 
the Attorney General has acted wisely in 
joining with the railroads in asking dis- 
At least the railroads 
have agreed to pay the court costs and the 
special master’s fees, which will run to 
around $100,000. 


If the Supreme Court approves the dis- 
missal, it will be up to Georgia and the 
South to make sure the victory that has 
been won is not later forfeited through the 
lack of vigilance.

His Mistake 
Was In Writing 


WASHINGTON—For those who like a bit of 
melodrama in their politics, late developments in 
the New York gubernatorial campaign offer about 

the best political sideshow of the year. The State has been thrown 
into a dither and the election outcome placed in doubt by the pub- 
lication of a confidential letter written by Lieut. Gov. Joe R. 
Hanley telling somewhat tearfully how it came about that he was 
persuaded to step aside and permit a “draft” of Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey for a third term. 


Up until the publication of the Hanley letter a few days ago 
the New York campaign was progressing placidly, with nothing 
out of the ordinary to mar the prospects of an easy Dewey victory. 
Considering the rather weak candidate put up against him by the 
Democrats, Gov. Dewey, running with the prestige of a two times 
Republican Presidential nominee, looked like a certain winner. 
There was even some concern among Democrats that he might carry 
to victory with him Lieut. Gov. Hanley, who had been named by 
the Republicans to oppose Sen. Herbert Lehman, the present 
incumbent. 


Blast But the revelations contained in the Hanley letter have 

forced a recasting of the situation. The 74-year-old 
Hanley is now looked upon as a dead duck politically, with few 
observers giving him not an outside chance to unseat Sen. Lehman, 
while Dewey is regarded as having the fight of his life on his hands 
to win. 

As a backdrop for the political drama now unfolding in New 
York, Gov. Dewey, it is recalled, announced back earlier in the 
Summer that he positively would not be a candidate for a third 
term. In doing so he publicly pledged his support to Hanley as 
his successor. Then later on, just before the State GOP convention 
met to nominate candidates, Dewey changed his mind and decided 
to run again, 


In the meantime, Hanley, fortified with the Dewey pledge of 
support, had gone out and rounded up the delegates. To this end, 
the evidence indicates that he had spent some money, advanced 
mostly by friends who were glad to see the Governorship vacated 
by Dewey. 


After changing his mind about seeking a third term, the main 
hordie Dewey had to overcome was to get Hanley out of the race. 
He did this by persuading the Lieutenant Governor to accept the 
nomination for the United States Senate seat instead. All of that 
seemed plausible and reasonable enough until the Hanley letter 
came out. ; 


Written to one of his financial backers, W. Kingsland Macy, a 
former GOP State Chairman and a man who has never had any 
use for Dewey, the letter, supposed to have been entirely confi- 
dential, told how he was “humiliated, disappointed and heartsick” 
over being pulled out of the Governorship race. The clear infer- 
ence was that Hanley had been bludgeoned out of the race. 


Compensation But even the bludgeoning was not without 

some compensating benefits, for Hanley was 
able to tell Macy that after “a conference with the Governor in 
which certain unalterable and unquestionably definite proposi- 
tions were made to me,” he had been “definitely assured of being 
able to clean up my financial obligations within 90 days,” with this 
proviso: “If I will consent to take the nomination to the United 
States Senate.” 


He also spoke of having “an iron-clad, unbreakable arrange- 
ment” for a State job, in the event of his defeat for the Senate. 


Democrats, and even some influential Republicans, immediately 
jumped on the letter as evidence of bartering by Dewey over the 
Governorship—eomething, incidentally, that is marked down on the 
New York statute. books as a felony. 


Democrats also interpret that section of the Hanley letter in 
which he spoke of being definitely assured of being.able to clean 
up his financial obligations as evidence of money, or the promise 
of money, passing hands. Promising a man a State job for aid 
in securing a nomination is also forbidden by New York law. 


Both Dewey and Hanley have entered vigorous denials of the 
charges hurled at them, but they have been none too convincing. 
The State appears to be in a political frenzy over the revelations. 


Even accepting the worst the Democrats charge in the case, 
Hanley and Dewey have probably been no more guilty than a host 
of other politicos, present and past. Among politicians, Hanley’s 
chief crime is in writing a letter, instead of using the telephone, 
and then having it published. Being none too friendly with Dewey, 
the man to whom it was written allowed it to leak out to the 
Democrats, who regard it as manna from heaven. 


An interesting sidelight on the whole case is the way it puts 
the Dewey “draft” movement in a phony light. Dewey, it seems, 
was drafted by Dewey, aided by a little bludgeoning here and a 
little promising there. What may happen in the New York State 
election now is anybody's guess.

Even Truman Likes Marine Band 


President Truman may not hold the Marine Corps in particularly high regard, 


the concert is over always goes up to shake ha 


mann, the band leader, and telis him that his boys did fine. 


the redcoated assemblage plays 


at the Auditorium here Monday night, Oct. 30, no doubt many an Atlantan will feel the same way 
the President does about the band, ev®n though they may not see eye to eye with him on other matters. 


I have been doing a little research into the 
history of this fabulous music-making organiza- 
tion—Sousa was a Marine bandsman when he 
was 14 years old, and later was its leader for 12 


years—and have come up with some mildly inter- 


esting facts. 


The red coats the band still wears—it's 
the only military band still so attired—were 
selected by George Washington and the de- 
sign hasn't changed too much since. That 
was the uniform which gave the Marines the 
name of Leathernecks, for the original garb 
earried a heavy leather collar. It wasn’t a 
decoration but a piece of armor, actually. 
for the Marines in these days did much of 
their fighting in wild scrambles aboard ships. 
in which the contbatants earnestly hacked 
each other about the ears with cutlasses. The 
bandsmen in the early days were fighting 
men, and the bands of the smaller Marine 
unite still are. They serve as corpsmen, at- 
tending the battlefield wounded, and in guer- 
rilla actions such as Korea, they fight as 
riflemen. 


The Marine Band is two vears older than the 
city of Washington, D. C.. and is 58 years older 
than its most ancient rival, the New York Phil- 
harmonic. 

George Washington never heard the band 
play, so far as anybody knows, but John Adams, 
the second President, loved the sound of its fifes 
and drums, and Thomas Jefferson, a noted fiddle 
player who was fond of chamber music, pro- 
moted its development as a stringed instrument 
organization. 

There are about 500,000 pieces of music in 
the band's files, many of them bearing notations 
which indicated the favorite pieces of various 
Presidents. Abraham Lincoln, for example, 
didn't care much for martial music, so to please 
the Rail Splitter’s ear the band learned such 
folksy numbers as “If You Ain't Broke Then I'll 
Be Damned” and “The Turbaned Turk That 
Scorns the World and Struts Around With His 
Whiskers Curled.” 

Andrew Jackson was not much of a lover of 
high-flown music, and for him the band played 


such selections as “The Girl I Left Behind Me” 
and “Blue Bonnets Over the Border.” 

So far as the Marine musicians could tell, 
James Madison was tone deaf, but that blithe 
spirit, his wife, Dolly, loved to have the band 
come around the White House and play waltzes 
for her parties. 

Rutherford B. Hayes was a somnolent char- 
acter who didn’t care much for company, so when 
he was entertaining he would break up parties 
early by having the band give out with “Home 
Sweet Home” just about the time everybody was 
beginning to have a good time. Neither Coolidge 
nor Hoover had any particular liking for band 
music and there is nothing in the files to show 
that they knew one piece from another. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt loved the band and 
always seemed pleased when it played “Home on 
the Range” and “Yellow Rose of Texas.” 

The band is especially adroit at performing 
the “Wedding March.” having played this senti- 
mental chunk of Mendelssohn at 40-odd mar- 
riages of notables, including the daughter of 
Ulysses S. Grant. It played for the silver anni- 
versary of President and Mrs. Hayes and for the 
wedding in the White House of Grover Cleveland. 


Winsten Churchill on one of his wartime 
visits found the band so soothing that he sat 
in the rain listening te it play, evidently ob- 
livious te the shower that was causing the 
tuba player te gurgie. Neither Churchill nor 
his host. President Roosevelt, seemed to mind 
getting wet, but the drenched bandsmen later 
found themselves stained the color of boiled 
lobsters where their new red uniforms had 
faded on them. 


Each musician in the present band is not only 
an expert on the brass, but is also an accom- 
plished string musician, the band doubling both 
as a military band and symphonic orchestra. 
The band enlists skilled young musicians between 
the ages of 18 and 25, and prefers that they be 
conservatory trained. They must also be able to 
pass the regular Marine Corps physical exami- 
nation.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.—Most people have 

af} seen Atlantic City, as I have, but not from this 

: ~——e= side. We are on the water side of it, but not 

the ocean side of it. We came down from Barnegat Bay through 

the Inland Waterway and cruised along through the Jersey flats, 

going aground occasionally as we struck very low water. There 

are spots where the channel is only five feet deep and The Mitty 
draws five feet eight inches. 

When we go aground in such places there is nothing to do but 
wait for high water and float off. 

But Atlantic City forms a large part of the background coming 
down from Barnegat. The channel does not run in a straight line. 
but as the contour of the earth determines. We lay off the city 
last night at anchor and slept pleasantly to a gentle roll and a light 
westerly breeze. 


Low Bridge Coming into Atlantic City via the Inland Water- 
way the craft must pass under or through five 
drawbridges. The first and the last are State highway bridges and 
open for the water craft at the sound of the horn, but the second 
group are railroad bridges and apparently cling to the friend- 
making policy of obstructing thoroughfares (both city and water) 
as often as possible. 
Once in the city inlet, the lane is well marked with gas stations, 
restaurants, barrooms, hotels and other institutions beckoning the 
sailor home from the sea.

correct. This industry is a predator, the taxpayer is the prey and children are the

“Education” is no 


an actual right to moral and intellectual custody of all children within certain ages except those 


whose parents make satisfactory private arrange- 
ments for their instruction. Incidentally, there is 
enormous swirling confusion in the minds of so- 
called educators, themselves, as to just what edu- 
cation is, but it is undeniable that teachers in 
public schools are forbidden by court decisions 
to instruct children in religion which is held by 
most Americans to be the source of morals. It 
was required in the early community schools. 


Having established a vested interest in all 
children, with the noted special exceptions, 
the education industry next comes at the citi- 
zens with demands for more and more money 
to perform the function which it has arro- 
gated unto itself. The children, of course, 
know nothing about the situation, although 
they are represented to be wards of the in- 
dustry. 


It would be wrong to say that all teachers are 
indifferent to the personalities and interests of 
individual children, but equally false to say that 
all of them are devoted to their little clients, 
But, just as the CIO is a ruthless, insensitive po- 
litical force promoting its own interests without 
the slightest regard for the individual worker, 
so are the teachers’ societies above and indif- 
ferent to these details. They exploit both teach- 
ers and children. They are on the job 24 hours 
a day. While the taxpayer is sleeping in his 
mortgaged house, the racketeers of “education” 
are scheming new dodges to raise his taxes, build 
new structures and expand their domain. These

costs become a lien on the homeowner's hard- 
earned security. He has no guaranteed security 
himself except the fraud and delusion of social 
security which was forced upon him under threat: 
of imprisonment for resistance. 


But he is forced to pay taxes to build up pen- 
sion systems for teachers who are well enough 
paid to be able to pay their own contributions.

For Tolerance

The r name Coker has long been noteworthy in the pros- 
rous section of South Carolina, in the “horsey” region of 
artsville, for philanthropy, progress, responsibility and 

achievement. Coker College, named for the successful in- 
dustrialist family, is living evidence of the purposeful use 
to which the Cokers have put their money in the past and 
present. 

But it may be possible that the Hartsville Cokers may soon be 


even more widely known for the writings of Elizabeth Boat- 
wright Coker, the glamorous wife of James Coker, whose first 


novel “Daughter of Strangers” is marching toward the top of the » i 


best-seller lists all over the nation. 

“Daughter of Strangers” is a first-rate story dealing with that 
most sensitive subject, the emotional conflicts between the races, 
but it is no “Strange Fruit.” It is a novel set in the 1830s, in New 
Orleans and in the area of South Carolina around Charleston, 
in the gay, relaxed society of the plantation owners. 

Principal character of the book is a beautiful, burnished-haired 
girl who had been reared elegantly as a white child and did not 
know that a small part of her blood was Negro until she had been 
sold to Nicholas Gaillard as a slave. 

Slavery is shown in all its aspects, from that of the tvory- 
skinned octaroon favorites, maintained in luxury in New Or- 
leans, to the staunchly respectable group of free Negroes in 
Charleston and the simple-hearted field hands, house servants, 
trainers and boatmen. 

When Mrs. Coker visited Atlanta last week with her friend, 
Mrs. Lucille Kerfoots of Hartsfield, she flashed a melting, grateful 
smile and drawled: “You've read my book? Well, thank you very 
much. You know, then, what I was trying to Say. 
to make my own plea for tolerance.” 

Elizabeth Coker is no “typical author,” nor is she easy to 
envision tied to a typewriter for three years, researching the past, 
while her pleasant easy life went on around her, and without her. 

As the sheltered wife of a distinguished manufacturer, it is 
even more amazing to see how she has delved into underlying 
social mores and political issues of the ante-bellum days, reveal- 
ing them with a scalpel of honesty and compassion. Delicate, blue- 
eved, tremendously chic and and poised, it is almost paradoxical 
that she should be interested enough in the lowly past to report it 
so vividly. 

One who had read the novel summed up the knowledge that 
obviously lies beaind the work: “She knows a lot about almost 
everything, and she has the right attitude toward what she knows.” 

There is another Coker book on the way. It is a modern novel, 
set again in South Carolina, “which will always be the setting for 
my writing. It is a rich, unexploited region for writers. You know 
Virginia and Florida, Georgia and New Orleans have been used 
again and again.” 

This is another one we may see in the movies, and if it 
is filmed it will not reflect too unkindly upon the days of slave- 
owners. “Daughter of Strangers” is no apology for the days that 
were and it has a happy ending.

We were 
living on a farm without a 
a Knowing we 
might expect weather that 
would make it difficult for 
the doctor to get to us we 
had bought books which 
told us how to prepare for 
an emergency. 


We had everything ready, 
linen sterlized, big apron for 
my husband to wear, sterlized 
cord, scissors and other things 
we might need. Not much more 
than an hour after I awoke in 
the early morning I realized the 
baby was clamoring to be 
released soon. 

She came howling into the 
world. My husband tied and 
cut the cord, helped clean up, 
and neither of us was at all 
scared. When a neighbor and 
the doctor arrived we were all 
ready to receive visitors. 

It seems to me (continues the 
old-fashinoed mother) that in 
the recent books about child- 
birth without fear an important 
thing has been overiooked. It 
is not enough, in my estimation, 
to prepare a woman for cgrrect 
mental attitudes after she has 
become pregnant. I think girls 
as well as boys should be con- 
ditioned from babyhood in re- 
sponse to pain of any sort. In 
our home it was a disgrace to 
make a fuss over trifling 
accidents.

IGHT FACTS ABOUT 


What’s behind the recent FCC color decision? Why was the CBS color system selected at this time? 
Is the CBS system permanent or temporary? How will the FCC decision affect present TV sets? How 
much will it cost to convert present TV sets to color? Which programs will continue on black-and-white 
TV—which on color? Should you buy a new TV set now, or wait? How soon might color come? 


"TE hand and many more questions are of vital importance today to the American 
public—and to dealers, distributors and manufacturers. All kinds of claims are 
being made. Nobody seems to agree. Everyone is confused. 


The following questions and answers are published to ‘help clear up the con- 
fusion, and to give you the facts you need to make up your mind. To the best of 
our knowledge and intent the information that follows is correct and contains 
no misleading statements. 


Q. Whet does the recent FCC color 
decision mean? 


A, The Federal Communications Commis- 


sion’s decision in favor of the CBS color 
television system simply means that the 
Commission believes that the color sys- 
tem developed by the Columbia Broad- 
casting System is good enough to put on 
the air—and that any TV station that 
wants to,can transmit color pictures us- 
ing CBS “standards” (technical specifi- 
cations on how to send and receive color 
pictures). There is absolutely nothing in 
the decision to compel the broadcasters 
to transmit color television. 


Q. Whet is the CBS method? 
A. The Columbia Broadcasting System 


method of color telecasting is a means of 
broadcasting color by transmitting each 
of the primary colors. To do this, they 
use a complicated optical device, which 
picks up these primary colors—red, blue 
and green—in the camera, one after the 
other, so the transmitter can send them 
over the air. Then, to receive a color pic- 
ture, there must be a rotating color filter 
wheel in front of your TV screen, syn- 
chronized so that the correct color filter 
* {is in front of the picture tube at exactly 
the right time. Thus, red, blue and green 
pictures appear on your acreen fast 
enough to blend together, so that your 
eye sees them as a full color picture. 


Q. Is the present C8S method final 
and permanent... or temporary? 


A. Nobody knows for sure—it may well be 

' temporary. The FCC decision permitting 
the use of the CBS method does not stop 
other and better methods from being de- 
veloped and eventually being put into 
common use by the entire industry. Asa 
matter of fact, the FCC made this point 
very clear. 


0. Is the CBS color system the most 
advanced that can reasonably be 


expected? 


A. While in the opinion of the FCC the 
CBS system gives the most faithful color 
pictures today, most electronic engineers 
feel that a better system will be de- 
veloped. The RCA system, for instance, 
already has many advantages and recent 
developments indicate an early solution 
to the reasons why the FCC rejected it. 
The FCC has not shut the door to a new 
system. The CRBS color system uses a 
mechanical color scanner—a rotating 
color disk. Back in 1927 regular black 
and white television also used a rotating 
disk with holes punched in it. It's true 
they produced pictures but the pictures 
were extremely poor by present day 
standards. The whirling disk with its dis- 

ing picture was soon replaced by 
the t “all-electronic” television 
avyetem with its fine, clear, steady pic- 
tures. One electronic expert has said

_ that color television is today where black- 


and-white television was in 1927. This 
might -be right or wrong. 


Is there a good chance that an 
all-electronic color system will 
come fairly soon? 

Frankly, while we don’t know for sure, 


we believe it will. It is certainly a pos- 
sibility. CBS has made an important 


_contnbution to color television. But al- 


most all electronic engineers believe that 
CBS color will be followed by an im- 
proved all-electronic system, just as the 
old whirling disk was followed by the 
present all-electronic black-and-white 
system. An all-electronic system could 
and certainly should be compatible— 
meaning color pictures could be re- 
ceived in black-and-white on present 
television sets without an adapter. 


Q. 1¢ the CBS method is temporary; 


why was it selected at this time? 


A. Right or wrong, the FCC felt that some 


sort of color television should be started 
now, whether or not it proved to be the 
final method. In addition they felt that 
any delay in the adoption of a non-com- 
patible system might result in the obso- 
lescence of even more sets than the 
8,000,000 now in use. After examining 
the color systems of CBS, RCA and 
Color Television, Inc., the FCC decided 
that the CBS system reproduced color 
more faithfully than the others in their 
present state of development. This, in 
the opinion of five of the seven members 
of the FCC (dissenting were Commis- 
sioners Sterling and Hennock)out- 
weighed the fact that the other color sys- 
tems gave pictures which, in the opinion 
of experts, had better detail and less 
flicker, were all-electronic and compati- 
ble—meaning color pictures could be 
received in black-and-white on present 
TV seta without an adapter. 


0. Who will telecast color pictures? 
A. From present indications, it appears that 


only the Columbia Broadcasting System 
will transmit color pictures using the 
CBS method, at least for the time being. 
The other networks, NBC, ABC and 
Dumont, have not indicated that they 
intend to do any color telecasting using 
the CBS method. 


Hew soon will there be color tele- 
casting in my crea? 


If you live in New York City, WCBS-TV 
ithe only station in the United States 
now equipped to initiate color telecasts) 
expects to start 20 hours of color tele- 
casting a week on November 20, 1950, 
probably at “off” hours (day time and 
late evenings). But even in New York, 
the top programs, including these of 
CRS, will undoubtedly be on black -and- 
white TV for several years. If you don't

live in New York, color telecasting will 
naturally depend on what, if any, TV 
stations in your area decide to use the 
CBS method. Some CBS color programs 
will be put on the cable and may be re- 
broadcast by any CBS affiliate if they so 
desire. In any case, the color programs 
received will be experimental and un- 
sponsored programs for some time to 
come Your pleasure will have to come 
from color alone, not the calibre of the 
shows which you receive. 


What effect will the color decision 
have on regular black-and-white 
telecasts? 


Not much, at least for several years. 
Your favorite programs will continue to 
be broadcast in black-and-white for a 
long time. Even CBS says that black- 
and-white TV and color TV will exist 
side-by-side for some time to come. 


Will I still be able to see the top 
shows—ltike Milton Berle, Bob 
Hope and Wayne King—on black- 
and-white TV on my regular set? 


Yes, for at least several years. There 
won't be many color receivers for some 
time. And the CBS system is incom- 
patible—it cannot be received by to- 
day's 8,000,000 TV receivers. Most ad- 
vertisers cannot afford to pay for good 
shows that reach only a limited number 
of people—they must have large audi- 
ences for the greatest return on their 
investment. 


Will my present TV set be able to 
receive black-and-white pictures 
from color programs if CBS starts 
telecasting them in my city? 


No, The CBS system is not compatible 
—which means that its color pictures 
can not be received on existing sets as a 
black-and-white picture. 


How can existing sets be changed 
to pick up color broadcasts in 
black-and-white ? 


By adding an “‘adapter’’ to the set, pro- 
viding the set manufacturer makes such 
an adapter available. The adapter, which 
contains tubes, condensers and resistors, 
will come in a little box which may be 
wired to the set. It will, according to 
most manufacturers, cost probably $60 
to $100 and perhaps $10 to $15 for a 
serviceman to install. 


How good will black-and-white pic- 
tures be from a CBS color telecast? 


Frankly, not so hot. They will have only 
about 4% the detail of the’ regular black- 
and-white pictures, That's because the 
CBS color system adopted by the FCC 
has basic limitations that result in leas 
efficient use ofthe channel space than 
that of the black-and-white system. 


Can my present TV set be “con- 
verted” to receive CBScolor and 
what will it cost? 


Yes, in many cases it can—if the manu- 
facturer of your set provides a complete 
color converter,which includes an adapt- 
er and a mechanical filter wheel. How- 
ever, you won't be able to get color pic- 
tures any larger than 12% inches for 


some time to come. Why? Even CBS 
has indicated that it is not yet practical 
to produce a larger filter wheel. The filter 
wheel must be at least twice the size of 
the screen—thus a 16 inch screen would 
need a wheel more than 3 feet in diam- 
eter, and the outside edge of such a whirl- 
ing disk would travel approximately 162 
miles per hour. Thus large-screen seta 
(14 inch and up) which the public pre- 
fers, must have their pictures reduced to 
12% inches by the converter. Right now 
you can’t have both a large picture and 
color. Present indications are that the 
cost of such a conversion would not be 
leas than $200. 


0. After | have had my set converted, 


have | any assurance that this will 
be the final color system? 


AA. No. The CBS whirling disk in front of 


your screen may be replaced in a few 
years or maybe sooner by a more efficient 
all-electronic and possibly compatible 
system. 


Is there a color method being de- 
veloped that is compatible — 
meaning | could receive color tele- 
casts In black-and-white without 
any changes In my set? 


Yes—-several methods are in process of 
development that would do jist that. 
They're called “‘all-electronic”’ —require 
no mechanical filter wheels, are not lim- 
ited by picture size, and are compatible 
to present black-and-white standards, 
i.e., you could receive color telecasts in 
black-and-white with no adapter neces- 
sary. ‘T'wo of these methods use special 
““Tri-color Tubes’’ and appear to offer 
several advantages. Both eliminate the 
bulky. rotating wheel now necessary in a 
CBS converter. You can get a larger 
color picture—16 inches or more. Cer- 
tain problems such as limited brightness, 
flicker and rainbow hued edges of mov- 
ing objects, all inherent to the CBS sys- 
tem, are corrected in these systems. One 
system, RCA’s, is now said to be in the 
state of engineering finalization. It still, 
however, has to be tested and approved 
by the FCC, who previously rejected it 
on the basis of lack of faithful reproduc- 
tion of colors. 


if | bought a color set using the 
C8S mechanical method—and if 
later one of the “all-electronic” 
methods were adopted by the FCC 
es a standaerd—wovld that color 
set become obsolete? 


» That portion of the color set that brings 


you the pictures in color might become 
obsolete. However, the other portion of 
the set—that which produces black-and- 
white pictures under the present stand- 
ards—would continue to serve you, and 
would even get the all-electronic color 
programs in black and white. 


Q. Are today's TV sets about to be- 


come useless and obsolete? 


A. Heavens, no! Black-and-white pictures 


will continue to be predominant for years 
and years! Advertisers now reaching an 
audience of many millions daily (and the 
figure is leaping every month) will not 
spend their money on expensive color 
programs for the public's enjoyment un- 
til there is a big enough audience to see 
and hear their message. 
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Q. Should | buy a TV set now or walt 


for a color set? 


That's entirely up to you. If you are an 
adventurous soul and are willing to spend 
your money on what may turn out to be 
an expensive experiment, then wait for 
one of these color sets which may be 
available next year. If you do, probably 
for an hour or so in the early afternoon

(4) We will market a. color converter as soon as the programming and public 
acceptance of color makes such a course feasible. 


(5) When and if the public demands it, Raytheon will produce a full-color set:
